WASHINGTON, DC (NPA) — Dr. 
Dorothy I. Height, National 
Council of Negro Women presi- 
dent was reminiscing while plan- 
ning additional regional presenta- 
tions of the Sixth Annual Black 
Family Reunion Celebration, 

handsome, cultured, and 
laid-back official succeeded the 
late founder Dr. Mary McLeod 
Bethune in 1958 (Dr. Bethune 
launched NCNW in 1935), and 
has run it with iron fist in a velvet 
glove ever since. She chuckled as 
if to herself as she sat in her 
Washington, DC office and talked 
about America's rigid apartheid 
and NCNW's gleeful reactions to 
some small civil rights victories 
that seemed large at the time, 
during its long and painful strug- 
gle against it. 

"I grew up in a generation 
when we were always fighting to 
have ‘Negro’ spelled with a capital 
'N, and to keep people from say- 
ing colored when they didn't have 
to, and I remember the first time a 
young (black) woman got her en- 
gagement announcement in the 
New York Times, we almost 
called a holiday." 

Since those days, "we have 
come a long way," she continued. 
"But we still have a long way to 
go. And we come along best 
when we have people who were 
there (at the time), that are sensi- 
tive and aware of our concerns 
and our needs." 

Dr. Height is an undisputed 
leader among the "Big 4" African 
American civil rights leaders of 
the past several decades. These 
include: Dr. Benjamin L. Hooks, 
executive director of the NAACP; 
John Jacob, president of the Na- 
tional Urban League; and Dr. 
Joseph Lowery, president of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. 

NCNW's launching of the 
National Black Family Celebra- 
tion in 1986, is one of the more 
significant undertakings of the 
"Big Four” civil rights organiza- 
tions in recent years. 

Since its beginning more than 
5 million people have attended 
the celebrations which now cover 
seven city/regions this year: 

Philadelphia, Fairmount Park/ 
Memorial Hall, July 19-21; Chi- 
cago, IL, Washington Park, Au- 
gust 9-10; Cincinnati, OH, River- 
front, August 16-18; Los Angeles, 
CA, Exposition Park, August 23- 
25; Memphis, TN, Overton Park, 
September 13-15; Washington, 
DC, National Celebration, Wash- 
ington Monument Grounds and 
Mall, September 20-22; and At- 
lanta, GA, Exhibit Center/Lake- 
wood Fairgrounds. 

The Black Family Celebration 
began in Washington, DC, in 
1986, and its presentation here 
each year is billed as the National 
Celebration.

§ friend Curtis was smart enough to 
i know he couldn't depend on luck.

Let me tell you about Curtis. 

Curtis is a handsome, young, 
African-American man who im- 
pressed me with his energy and 
ambition. Now, he plans to finish 
high school, go on to college, and 


then get on with his life. But a 
few years ago even Curtis’ teach- 
ers didn't believe he would make 
it. 


Back in ninth grade Curtis 
was placed in the Seriously Emo- 
tionally Disturbed (SED) program 
at San Andreas High school in 
Los Angeles. It wasn't unusual for 
him to walk off campus and do 
whatever he pleased. He had dis- 
cipline problems with teachers 
and got into disturbances with 
other students. He was unhappy 
with the SED classes. Curtis 
seemed hopeless — another po- 
tential dropout statistic. 

But Curtis decided to take 
charge of his future. Why? What 
made him do it? He wanted and 
asked for the opportunity to at-

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tend regular classes, His request 
was granted, and he worked extra 
hard. According to his principal, 
Margaret Hill, "Curtis has taken/it 
upon himself to just say, ‘I'm gy 
ing to turn that negative behavior 
to positive behavior." 

Curtis agrees. "I don't neéd to 
come to school for somegne to 


cation and that's why 
— to get my education." 

Last spring he enrpllea in a 
reading class at San Bernardino 
Valley College. Hes worked 
hard, despite the obstacles special 
education students have. Each 
morning he catches the bus from 
his high school to attend his class 
on the college campus ten miles 
away. Curtis has near-perfect at- 
tendance. 

I admire Curtis for his perse- 
verance. Despite his family's fi- 
nancial worries and his trouble 
with classwork and classmates, 
Curtis kept reaching higher. He 
understands the value of educa- 
tion and believes there is a pro- 
ductive life ahead of him. That 
faith alone, even without the other 
obstacles, makes Curtis unusual. 
I've met too many young black 
people who didn't believe in 
themselves. 

On the day after Martin 
Luther King, Jr. was assassinated, 
I met with a group of teenagers 
who had been rioting and looting 
in the streets. I tried to tell them 
their actions would ruin their fu- 
tures. They didn't want to listen. 
One young man told me, "Lady, I 
ain't got no future." 

T'm still haunted by his state- 
ment even though we've made 
progress in keeping Dr. King's 
dream alive. We have a long road 
ahead of us, but I'm encouraged 
from success stories like Curtis’. 
It indicates to me that our young-

sters can achieve anything any 
other child can achieve if we help 
them believe in themselves and 
support them along their way. 

I believe Curtis will take it 
day by day and succeed. He plans 
to attend a vocational college and 
earn an electronics or psychology 
degree. Then, he'll get a job and 
settle down. He believes in him- 
self. "T'm just like anybody else," 
Curtis said, "so I feel like I can 
get out there and do my thing." 
We agree and were happy to 
award Curtis one of our Beat the 
Odds awards last year in Los An- 
geles.

I 
have not taken the time to evaluate 
fhe entire CPOP program through- 
out the city of New York, however 
J can certainly say that through the 
noble efforts of Officer Margeret 
- Gibson the program is working like 
charm in upper Manhattan on or 
around the area of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

As I walked the beat with this 
very caring officer, I was struck by 
the tremendous rapport that she has 
with her community. The people 
seem to wrap their arms around her 
as she patrols. Children wave to her 
as do vendors. Everyone receives 
professional and fair treatment 
from this officer as people ask her 
about everything from -parking 
tickets to the quickest way to St. 
Lukes Hospital. I was extremely 
moved as Officer Gibson stopped a 
seemingly homeless person on the 
street to inquire about her baby, 
and to ask if she was doing ok gen- 
erally. 

I consider myself an individual 
who is always looking for ways to 
learn and grow. Throughout my life 
I have attempted to try and take 
advantage of every great leader and 
teacher that God has allowed to 
pass my way. As I consider dia- 
logue and healthy debate two of the 
best tools that we can use for in- 
tcllectual growth and development, 
| decided at this moment that I was 
going to come away from this 
chance encounter as a more en- 
lightened individual by allowing 
this great teacher to indeed teach 
me something this day. 


As Officer Gibson and I con- 
tinued to patrol, I asked her about 
the apparent insensitivity that may 
white officers seem to bring into 


black and Latino communities. Her 
answer was not spontaneous, it ap- 
peared to be very well thought out 
and as she spoke I was told of a 
fairly recent collar that she had 
made. It involved a young African- 
American male who was following 
a group of police officers with a 
357 magnum. As Officer Gibson 
spotted him she instructed him to 
freeze and drop the gun. In an ap- 
parent challenge the man turned to 
Officer Gibson and states ... 
"C'mon." After another loud de- 
mand to drop the gun this African- 
American male was eventually 
over taken by the other law en- 
forcers who were on the scene. 

Ironically, as this man was 

being led away he stated to Officer 
Gibson that he would have 
attempted to take her out had he 
not been captured at that exact 
moment. This courageous officer 
showed me how her mindset at the 
time was simply to have the man 
drop his gun and that the 
realization that he was black on her 
part would have in no way stopped 
him from attempting to hurt her. I 
though that this was a point well 
taken and since I have no life 
experience that can compare to 
I was told, I simply 
commended Officer Gibson on her 
bravery and continued on patrol. 

I consider any afternoon enjoy- 
able when I can come away from it 
learning as much as I did. In the 
person of Police Officer Margeret 
Gibson, on a hot afternoon in the 
village of Harlem, I saw what I be- 
lieve police work should be all 
about. It is my contention that 
those who come in contact with Of- 
ficer Gibson on her patrol leave as 
better people. Whether it is the 
school children who she talks to 


about the danger of evil drugs or 
simply the average person on the 
street, I saw a police officer who is 
truly a friend and advisor to the 
community. 

I feel that it would be atravesty 
of justice if the good works of 
Officer Margeret Gibson go 
unnoticed by people in the upper 
crust of New York City's chain of 
command. I consider her a leader, 
teacher and an excellent role model 
for up and coming officers and 
people in general. Officer Gibson 
says: "I hate to hear parents say to 
their children you better act right or 
Til tell the police to come and 
arrest you and take you to jail...No, 
No, I want the children to know 
that I'm their friend and that we're 
the good guys." 

I enjoyed walking the beat with 
Officer Margeret Gibson and it is 
certainly refreshing to know that in 
her and through her excellent work 
our youth do indeed have an ex- 
cellent role model right here in 
Harlem. 

Officer Gibson, through her il- 
lustrious leadership makes that 
blue uniform represent itself as a 
friend to the community and those 
police officers who do demonstrate 
insensitivity should follow the lead 
of the modern day she-ro.

WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA)—The 
white-on-white faction fighting 
between two of the three 
Afrikaner groups at Venterdorp, 
Western Transvaal, South Africa 
on Friday August 9 will help to 
silence the allies and friends of 
apartheid who would like to re- 
ward the apartheid regime for its 
false and deceptive attempts to- 
wards ending white domination in 
South Africa, and shifting the 
blame for that country's racial 
turmoil on black-on-black faction 
fights which have plagued the 
racist-ruled country since 1986. 
On Friday August 9, South 
Africa witnessed a white-on- 
white faction fight between two 
of the three rival Afrikaner orga- 
nizations vying for leadership of 
the white minority-ruled state. On 
that day, members of the ex- 
tremely racist Afrikaner Resis- 
tance Movement—a right wing 
splinter group who oppose Presi- 
dent F.W. de Klerk's Afrikaner 
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PLAINFIELD—Calvary Revival Cen- 
ter will hold their first Breakfast in aid 
of their- overseas and variou 
sionary projects at Adrian's A 
rant at 9 am.

TerreBlanche's 2,000-strong 
protesters confronted de Klerk's 
2,000-strong police force which 
tried to stop the protest. Both 
sides were heavily armed. In ad- 
dition to firearms and tear gas, the 
Police also had police dogs. The 
clash was ferocious and 3 were 
killed and 57 wounded. 

The Afrikaner Resistance 
Movement opposes President de 
Klerk's nibblings at apartheid, 
which TerreBlanche's men would 
like to see intensified, consoli- 
dated and perpetuated to maintain 
white domination. 

The three rival Afrikaner po- 
litical organizations—de Klerk's 
National Party, Andries Treur- 
nicht's Conservative Party, and 
TerreBlanche's Afrikaner Resis- 
tance Movement—are all caught 
up in a catastrophic conflict 
Treumicht and TerreBlanche are 
both diametrically opposed to de 
Klerk's N.P. and to all forms of 
constitutional change in South 
Africa. 

Whilst the resisters against 
change and the police fought 
pitched battles outside the Ven- 
tersdorp Hall, de Klerk delivered 
his speech to the end. But he felt 
jittery. The message was clear. 
Apartheid has...divided blacks 
against blacks, It has also divided 


whites against whites and de 
Klerk cannot qualify as the role 
model for Afrikaners. If there 


were to be an election tomorrow, 
he would not win it! Still, de 
Klerk is rooting to stay in power 
whilst his nibblings at apartheid 
remain on the launching pad. But 
TerreBlanche and Treurnicht will 
continue to intensify the

WASHINGTON, DC (NNPA) — When 
was. the last time that you, or 
somebody you know, said that 
"movies they make about us don't 
represent black life?" For the past 
decade the movies made by 
Hollywood for public con- 
sumption had little or no black 
involvement whatsoever. Then 
along came Spike Lee, Mario Van 
Peebles and John Singleton, boyz 
from our own cultural neighbor- 
hood who were able to unlock 
white producer's pocketbooks 
long enough to get their cameras 
rolling. Now we say that these 
boyz only depict our communities 
as drug havens and our people as 
"wanna be's." So, if nobody has 
given us a good imitation of our 
lives, what is it we want, or better 
yet, wanna be? 

Even though we complain 
about the way we are mocked in 
movies, we did, and continue to 
buy 25 percent of all theatre tick- 
ets sold in the nation. If we really 
don't like the way we were por- 
trayed in the flicks of the 80's, or 
today, why do we continue to 
pack the picture shows for things 
we still don't like, or agree with? 
While we keep putting mo’ 
money and responsibility for us in 


white hands, isn't it time we de- 
cide to do what it is we say we 
want? 

Isn't it true that blacks who 


don't like the way we're shown in ` 


movies, nor the weather, sing the 
same ole song time after time? 
Don't we always say, "Why aren't 
things better for us? Why can't we 
see ourselves shown in a better 
light? Why can't we find good 
jobs and make more money?" 
Isn't the answer still very plain 
and simple—we can't have what 
we want because we won't do 
"the right thing" to get it? 

The entertainment industry 
has proven to be a lucrative and 
productive sector where we could 1 
prove our capitalistic sophistica- 
tion. If we wanted wealth from 
collective investments in our- 
selves, we only have to look at 
the bottom line on the screen 
scene. "Boyz 'N The Hood" 
grossed $9.5 million in its first 
weekend in only 850 theaters 
across the country. "New Jack 
City," which Peebles got financed 
by white people, has passed the. 
$60 million mark in revenues, 
"Jungle Fever," which could get 
into only about 900 movie houses 
with its backing from Universal 
and MCA, is still getting about 
$50 million for its sponsors. And 
even "A Rage in Harlem,” which

T theaters, grossed over $15 mil- 
Mion. 
In the early part of this cen- 
T tury, black people financed, pro- 
_ duced, and distributed their own 
’ films. Oscar Micheau made films 
` for, and about, blacks from 1910 
to about 1920, The Johnson soul 
C brothers formed the Lincoln The- 
atre Company and used white 
folks studios and their own inge- 
T nuity to make dozens of films 
which were shown in segregated 
"picture shows. But today if 
Warner Brothers or Twentieth 
Century don't do it for us, it evi- 
aa dently can't be done. Unlike 
» Micheau, and the Johnsons, we 
Í don't do things for ourselves to- 
ay. We won't make our own 
picture shows, but we will be- 
moan what the white man does, 
or does not do, for us in this in- 
dustry. 
Tony Brown had a movie
